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Bowling club pleas for fair 
charges from town council 


MEMBERS of Lyme Regis Bowling Club 
have made another plea to the town 
council to reconsider increased lease 
charges for its Monmouth Beach site, 
warning that the club is in “great dan¬ 
ger of not continuing”. 

The bowling club’s current leases for its Mon¬ 
mouth Beach site and adjacent car parking area 
are due to expire shortly and the council has 
been considering new leases with increased 
charges as part of its review of assets on and 
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around the Monmouth Beach area. 

Members of the club, which has been situated 
at Monmouth Beach for 80 years, have claimed 
that the council’s suggested charges would see 
a 270 per cent increase on the current charges 
for its car parking area, which they have de¬ 
scribed as “far too high”. 

Speaking at a recent full council meeting, 
bowling club member Alan Nabarro said: “I

sions regarding the lease extension at Lyme 
Regis Bowling Club have now started again. 
The word asset - what is an asset? 

“Many of you think that the car park is the 
main bone of contention but the asset is actu¬ 
ally the club - the facility for the people of the 
town, mainly older people, to have sporting and 
physical activity and to socialise. We don’t just 
stay in the town, we spread around, play 
matches all around Dorset, Somerset and 
Devon, and members of those clubs visit us as 
well. 

“The public can come and play on the green 
that we nurture and love. More than 300 mem¬ 
bers of the public have played there this year. 
Thousands of people who walk past the green 
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stop to watch a match in progress, often staying 
to sit down. It’s an attraction to the town, that 
in itself is an asset. 

“Many of the people who come to play come 
back and visit the town again, we have touring 
teams that come because they love the town 
and they love the facility. 

“We have been there for 80 years. When we 
opened in 1937 it was maintained by the town 
council. To all town councils it was a star in 
their chamber to have a bowling green. If you

A ‘good and efficient’ police force 
means residents can feel safe 


DORSET Police and 
the Crime Commis¬ 
sioner have welcom¬ 
ed a report by Her 
Majesty’s Inspector¬ 
ate of Constabulary 
and Fire and Rescue 
Services (HMICFRS) 
which assesses force 
efficiency and leader¬ 
ship. 

The report graded 
Dorset as ‘good’ over¬ 
all at keeping people 
safe and reducing 
crime, understanding 
and making the most 
of its available re¬ 
sources and demands, 
and planning effec¬ 
tively for the future. 

Dorset Police was 
found to have a com¬ 
prehensive under¬ 
standing of the full 
range of demands for 
its services. This 
ranges from answer¬ 
ing and responding to 
999 calls, to protecting 
victims and uncover¬ 
ing unreported crimes. 

The force was found 
to make good use of 
its resources and can 
clearly identify the 
skills needed to oper¬ 
ate effectively. There 
is a clear understand¬ 
ing of the benefits of 
joint working, with 
good collaborative 
links with other po¬ 
lice and partner or¬ 
ganisations across 


the region. 

Dorset Police was 
found to have good 
plans for the future 
with an extensive 
evaluation of likely 
future demand, 
demonstrating they 
are ambitious and 
well prepared. 

Savings of £32.2m 
have been made over 
the last spending re¬ 
view period with an 
increasing focus on 
the strategic alliance 
with Devon & Corn¬ 
wall Police. 

The force aims to 
achieve further sav¬ 
ings in the future 
through continued 
collaborative work¬ 
ing and the explo¬ 
ration of a full merger 
between the two 
forces, uniting Devon 
& Cornwall Police 
and Dorset Police into 
one police force. 

Deputy Chief Con¬ 
stable, James 

Vaughan, said: “I am 
pleased that 

HMICFRS have as¬ 
sessed Dorset Police 
as a good and efficient 
force. 

“We have been faced 
with significant re¬ 
ductions in funding 
and this grading re¬ 
sult is a testament to 
the hard work that 
has taken place by of¬ 


ficers and staff, ensur¬ 
ing we can continue 
to provide a good ser¬ 
vice to the residents 
of Dorset.” 

Dorset Police and 
Crime Commissioner, 
Martyn Underhill, 
welcomed the HMIC¬ 
FRS grading. He said: 
“I am pleased to see 
Dorset Police has 
been recognised as 
‘good’ at making the 
best use of resources 
and planning for the 
future. 

“Now is a pivotal 
time for policing na¬ 
tionally. We are see¬ 
ing an increase in 
demand and an in¬ 
crease in complex, in¬ 
vestigatory work as 
well as a rise in vio¬ 
lent and knife crime. 
It has never been so 
important to make 
best use of available 
resources to keep peo¬ 
ple safe. 

“HMICFRS has 
recognised our signif¬ 
icant efforts to im¬ 
prove efficiency, but 
it is important that 
the public note that 
the low hanging fruit 
has been picked and 
opportunities for fur¬ 
ther meaningful sav¬ 
ings are reducing.

Support for people living with diabetes 


NEW research from Diabetes UK 
has found that 64 per cent of people 
living with diabetes in the south 
west experience emotional or men¬ 
tal health problems as a result of 
their condition. 

In a survey carried out by Dia¬ 
betes UK, 861 people of different 
ages, ethnicities and backgrounds 
from across the south west shared 
their experiences of living with di¬ 
abetes. 

How diabetes affects emotional 
wellbeing stood out as a major fac¬ 
tor for respondents, with nearly 
two thirds (64.4 per cent) saying 
that they often or sometimes feel 
down because of their diabetes. 

A third (33.1 per cent) said that 
diabetes got in the way of them or 
a family member doing things 
they wanted to do. And, alarm¬ 
ingly, only a third (32.9 per cent) 
said they definitely felt in control 
of their diabetes. 

The research also found that 23 
per cent of respondents said that 
they would like a local support 
group and 10 per cent were inter¬ 
ested in getting online support 
through a forum or social media. 

That’s why Diabetes UK has set 
up a local group in West Dorset, 
based in Dorchester, that offers 
support to people living with dia¬ 
betes. It’s run by volunteers and 
members get the chance to meet 


and share experiences. 

Annika Palmer, Diabetes UK 
south west regional head, said: 
“Living with diabetes can be ex¬ 
hausting and people tell us that 
they don’t want to give in to feel¬ 
ings of depression and anxiety. 

“What they need instead is sup¬ 
port to manage a serious health 
condition well and protect their 
emotional wellbeing and mental 
health. 

“The West Dorset support group 
provides the opportunity to talk 
about what it’s like to live with or 
care for someone with diabetes, 
without blame or stigma. 

It’s a safe space where emotional 
needs are treated with equal im¬ 
portance to physical needs, and 
members can talk about diabetes 
from their own experiences. 

“At Diabetes UK we are commit¬ 
ted to helping people live well with 
diabetes and to make more initia¬ 
tives that connect people possible. 
No one should feel unsupported 
and alone with their diabetes.”

I inherited very 
little and while I have 
increased Dorset’s re¬ 
serves since I was 
first elected, this is 
not a sustainable so¬ 
lution.

forces. We must con¬ 
sider all our options 
to ensure we operate 
efficiently, both now 
and in the future, and 
this will be a key 
focus of mine over the 
coming months.” 

The force continues 
to collaborate and 


build on its strategic 
alliance with Devon & 
Cornwall, to share 
services and reduce 
costs with clear plans 
for future operations 
and services. 

The force is also 
part of other regional 
collaboration projects 
looking at issues such 
as organised crime, 
forensics, fraud and 
counter terrorism.

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Plans to bring seafront site 
back into use given go ahead 


PLANS for two new houses on a 
prominent site on Marine Parade 
ion Lyme Regis, which has stood 
empty for more than 10 years, 
have been given the go ahead by 
West Dorset District Council. 

Local property company Lar- 
combe & Markham have received 
planning permission for a four- 
storey townhouse and three-story 
mews-style cottage on the site of 
14-15 Marine Parade, where previ¬ 
ous buildings were demolished in 
2006 after being affected by land¬ 
slides. 

The applicants commented: “The 
current site is an eyesore, spoiling 
an otherwise picturesque part of 
the town. 

“Inspired by other buildings in 
the area, the new design will 
transform this vacant site from a 
deteriorating eyesore into two 
buildings that will enhance the 
street scene and improve the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

“My client, part of a local family, 
wishes to develop the site with a 
high degree of sensitivity to the 
local buildings and street scene. 

“The application is for the erec¬ 
tion of a pair of residential 
dwellings, with a four storey town- 
house and a three storey mews 
style cottage. 

“The townhouse will consist of a 
garage and utility area on the 
ground floor with staircase lead¬ 
ing up to two double bedrooms 
and a master bathroom on the first 
floor level. The second floor level 
will consist of an open plan 
kitchen/living area with a stair¬ 
case leading up to a further two 
double bedroom and bathroom. 

“The mews cottage will consist of 
a garage, shower room and bed¬ 
room on the ground floor in an ‘L’ 
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shape footprint. The first floor 
level will occupy two further bed¬ 
rooms with a master bathroom 
suite. There will be a stairwell 
leading up to the open plan 
kitchen/living area. An external 
staircase from the second floor 
level will lead up to a stunning 
roof terrace with views over the 
bay. 

The former shop and flat above 
which stood on the site was 
boarded up in 2004 and permission 
was granted in 2006 to demolish it 
and replace it with a similar build¬ 
ing. However, the re-build was 
never carried out and the site has 
since remained empty. 

Plans for two townhouses on the 
site were turned down last year, 
but the new plans met the ap¬ 
proval of West Dorset District 
Council this week. 

The report from West Dorset 
said: “This is a sensitive site visu¬ 
ally, prominent in the street scene 
and in an area where there is a 
sense of human scale, proportion, 
and intimacy to the narrow street 
environment. The amended 
scheme now proposed acknowl¬ 
edges that character. 

“The siting, design and detailing 
now has a much improved rela¬ 
tionship with the site and its adja¬ 
cent buildings. It would ‘repair’ 
what is currently an unsightly gap 
in the street scene. 

“Hence it is considered that the 
scheme would enhance the signif¬ 
icance of the conservation area, 
the setting of listed and other his¬ 
toric buildings and would be an 
appropriate addition to the his¬ 
toric street scene of this part of 
Marine Parade.”

Public meeting to discuss 
changes to train services 

THE West Dorset Western Area Transport Ac¬ 
tion Group (WATAG) are holding a public meet¬ 
ing on Thursday, November 23rd in the Wl Hall, 
North Street, Bridport, at 6.30pm, to discuss 
changes to train services. 

South Western Railway, the new operator of 
trains to London from both Axminster/Crewk- 
erne and Weymouth/Dorchester, are currently 
consulting on suggested timetable changes 
for next year 

From Weymouth, they are proposing fewer 
through trains to London and from Axminster, 
they propose to speed up journeys to Waterloo 
by omitting stops at Woking and/or Clapham 
Junction. 

Philip Sankey, WATAG chairman said: "In mak¬ 
ing our response to the consultation, it is im¬ 
portant for us to have the views of local people. 
Is the flexibility to avoid Central London by 
changing at Woking or Clapham Junction val¬ 
ued?" 

The meeting will also review how revised bus 
services introduced since September are work¬ 
ing and hear about community initiatives to fill 
some of the gaps.

look at the photos going back to 
that time, there’s not a chalet any¬ 
where, not a car anywhere, we 
have been established for such a 
long time we are an iconic feature 
of the town and have much more 
aesthetic value rather than chalets 
and cars. 

“Our current lease is coming to 
expire, we have had many meet¬ 
ings, discussions and eventually 
the council decided to increase our 
charges when the lease expires, 
and for the car park, based on the 
current figures, that’s a 270 per 
cent increase on what we pay at 
the moment. 

“In 10 years, if we could afford 
that figure, that would be a quar¬ 
ter of a million pounds you’re ask¬ 
ing us to pay. That seems far too 
high a figure for the people of the 
town to enjoy such a facility.” 

Mr Nabarro said the bowling 
club was being charged for 24 car 
parking spaces and there was “no 
way” there was space for this 
many cars. 

“We hope we can find a way to 
discuss these matters with you; 
maybe we don’t use the car park in 
the winter or it’s used for winter 
storage,” he added. 

“Do you want the bowls club to 
continue because with the rate 
being suggested it’s in great dan¬ 


ger of not continuing? We’d like 
more discussion before the council 
come to a final decision.” 

No details of the actual figures 
being suggested were reported at 
the meeting and Mr Nabarro’s 
comments were noted without dis¬ 
cussion. 

However, it was recently re¬ 
ported in the minutes of the work¬ 
ing group dealing with assets on 
Monmouth Beach, meetings of 
which are not held in public, that 
Councillor Stan Williams had ex¬ 
pressed concern that the council 
was charging the bowling club too 
much and if the club was unable to 
continue it would fall to the coun¬ 
cil to look after at “great expense”. 

Town clerk John Wright advised 
that if the council changed its 
mind on charges for the bowling 
club, the power boat club would 
then also “be looking for a deal”. 

He said the council needed to be 
“transparent about the amount of 
public subsidy that went into the 
bowling club” and suggested the 
council charge full market value 
for parking, and then consider if it 
wished to provide a grant to assist 
the club. 

However, at the recent full coun¬ 
cil meeting Mr Nabarro said he did 
not think an arrangement with a 
grant would work.

wreaths were laid at the alter. 

President of the Royal British Le¬ 
gion Lyme Regis branch, Philip 
Evans, read the roll of honour and 
delivered the Exhortation and Ko- 
hima Epitaph. The congregation 
observed a two-minute silence, 
marked by the Last Post and 
Reveille, followed by the National 
Anthem. 

Following the service, the parade 
reformed and marched past the 
war memorial in George’s Square 
before lining up at Cobb Gate. Or¬ 
ganisations taking part were 
greeted by the mayor before the 
National Anthem was sung again 
and the parade was dismissed.

Chris Boothroyd, who chairs LymeForward's 
Health & Wellbeing Group, will outline these 
changes at the meeting, with an opportunity to ask 
questions. 

Chris said: “This is emphatically not the same 


set of issues as covered in last year's Dorset-wide 
Clinical Services Review and consultation. That 
was mainly about secondary, acute and emer¬ 
gency services at the major Dorset hospitals. This 
is about primary and community services on our 
doorsteps. 

“The local Health & Wellbeing Group is working 
hard to influence the CCG so that its plans will 
serve local people as well as possible. The group 
cannot succeed in that unless residents of the area 
understand the present arrangements and the 
ways in which they may alter. Nor can it succeed 
unless it has a thorough understanding of what 
works well, and not so well, at present. So do come 
along and join in.”

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District praises volunteers after 
Neighbourhood Plan adopted 


EAST Devon District Council have thanked 
Uplyme volunteers for their “hard work” in 
putting together the recently-adopted Neigh¬ 
bourhood Plan. 

Residents of the parish of Uplyme voted in 
favour of the Neighbourhood Plan, which 
will affect the way the parish is developed in 
the future, in a referendum held on October 
26th. 

A total of 363 residents took part in the 
vote, equating to 25.58 per cent of those eli¬ 
gible to vote, a turnout East Devon District 
Council described as “high”. They voted in 
favour of the plan by 86.46 per cent. 

The plan sets out policies for the future of 
Uplyme, a large rural parish in a designated 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty in the 
south east of East Devon. The plan will be 
used to help inform future decisions about 
development and planning applications. 

The Neighbourhood Plan was created by a 
steering group made up of members of the 
parish council, local amenity groups and in¬ 
dividuals from the wider community. Pro¬ 
duction commenced in May 2013 with the 
steering group engaging the local commu¬ 
nity and wider stakeholders to produce a 
plan that represents local community ambi¬ 
tions. 

The Uplyme Plan tackles a variety of top¬ 
ics, including housing, employment, com¬ 
munity facilities, transport, and the built 
and natural environment. The plan provides 
local policies and proposals that meet local 


needs and aspirations and will be used, 
alongside the East Devon Local Plan, to de¬ 
termine planning applications. 

The question posed at the October referen¬ 
dum, and to which voters said yes, was: “Do 
you want East Devon District Council to use 
the Neighbourhood Plan for Uplyme to help 
it decide planning applications in the neigh¬ 
bourhood area?” 

Councillor Mark Williamson, East Devon 
District Council’s lead councillor for Neigh¬ 
bourhood Planning, said: “I was very 
pleased to see how well the Uplyme Neigh¬ 
bourhood Plan was supported in the recent 
referendum. This shows how well East 
Devon residents are responding to the op¬ 
portunity to shape their own communities. 

“The Uplyme plan addresses the key issues 
facing this beautiful part of our district and 
I would like to thank the members of the 
steering group whose hard work and consul¬ 
tation achieved such a good result.” 

Councillor Ian Thomas, East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council member for the Trinity Ward, 
which includes Uplyme, said: “I am very 
pleased that the Uplyme Neighbourhood 
Plan was supported in our referendum by 
such a large majority. Congratulations and 
thanks to our Neighbourhood Plan Team, 
who put an enormous amount of excellent 
work into this well presented document.”

Repairs to church 
tower will be an 
expensive exercise 

■ I AM confident that the View From will report 
on Sunday’s Royal British Legion Remem¬ 
brance parade and the service at St Michael’s, 
Lyme Regis. 

The church will have been filled to capacity 
with the mayor and her councillors, members 
of the Royal British Legion and numerous uni¬ 
formed and civilian organisations marking the 
99th commemoration of the 1918 Armistice. 

St Michael’s is the parish church of Lyme 
Regis and has been at the heart of the town’s 
civic and family life for about 1,000 years. As re¬ 
ported in the View From last week, the church 
tower needs major repairs. The pebble-dash 
rendering has many cracks which are allowing 
water to penetrate and damage the underlying 
Saxon and Norman stonework. The old render¬ 
ing needs to be removed and replaced by lyme 
mortar rendering. This will be an expensive ex¬ 
ercise and we are grateful to the Mayor, Coun¬ 
cillor Michaela Ellis, for choosing this project 
as her charity of the year. 

The detailed specification of work has been 
prepared and we will now seek permissions re¬ 
quired for the repairs to this very special Grade 
I listed building. The anticipated cost will be far 
in excess of funds we have available. We will 
now take steps to raise the money needed 
through grant applications and fund raising 
events and will very much appreciate support 
from the town as we do this. 

It seems unlikely that funds will be in place 
for the work to start before spring 2019. In the 
meantime, I am seeking advice regarding the 
church clock, to see whether it could be re¬ 
paired sooner rather than later.

MEMBERS of Lyme 
Regis Art Society last 
week enjoyed a pastel 
demonstration by the 
bubbly and enthusi¬ 
astic Lynda Kettle. 

Lynda went to art 
college at 15 because 
she showed so much 
talent, then into the¬ 
atre design, finally 
spending more than 
20 years in Birming¬ 
ham as BBC produc¬ 
tion set designer. She 
now has a studio in 
Sidmouth where she 
paints, teaches and 
takes commissions 
and is chairman of 
Sidmouth Art Society. 

For this demonstra¬ 
tion, Lynda used soft 
Unison pastels on Colourfix Spectrum paper, 
emphasising the importance of using a paper 
with ‘tooth’ to hold the pastel dust. This paper, 
‘Fresh Grey’, offered a good contrast for both 
whites and colours but she also recommended 
Fisher 400 paper or stretched watercolour 
paper with a clear primer. 

Lynda was to paint a spring garden picture in 
an impressionist style, starting with the trunks 
of three delicate trees drawn in a soft purple- 
blue with dark purple shadows. Once this 
structure was in place, the image was built up 
with layers of short strokes of colour. All 
Lynda’s Unison colours stay in separate boxes 
to keep them clean and easily accessible and, 
in her studio, each colour range has its own 
drawer. 

Gradually, layers of leaves were thickened 
with a wide variety of greens and yellows and 


grass added beneath the trees with longer 
strokes towards the foreground which was 
deepened into a rich purple with lines of quite 
violent deep shadow. 

Finally, Lynda added a last layer of bright 
dabs of reds, oranges and whites to suggest pop¬ 
pies and clusters of white daisies. She donated 
the painting to the society, signing it in white 
acrylic which she said was the most long last¬ 
ing medium to use. 

The society meets on alternate Tuesdays in 
the Woodmead Halls from 2pm to 4pm. The 
next demonstration, ‘Creative Glass Design’, 
will be held of November 21st when Jackie 
Hunt will demonstrate stained glass work. Vis¬ 
itors and new members are always welcome.

CONTINUING our regular series commemorat¬ 
ing the 100th anniversaries of the deaths of all 
men from Lyme Regis and the surrounding 
areas who died in the First World War, we re¬ 
member Henry Percy Harris, from Combpyne. 
With thanks to Vernon Rattenbury from the 
Royal British Legion for the research. 

HENRY PERCY HARRIS, M.M. 
Sergeant, 8th Battalion, Devonshire 
Regiment, Service No. 9430 
Born May 1893 in Combpyne, Devon, and 
died November 17th 1917 in England 
Henry Harris lived at Rose Cottage, Whitford, 



enlisting around 1912. He was wounded at the 
Battle of Ypres, on October 26th 1917. It is not 
clear whether Henry passed away at home, or 
in a military hospital in the UK but he died of 
his injuries on November 17th 1917. 

Formally of the 1st Battalion, Devonshire 


Regiment, he won the Military Medal which 
was awarded posthumously. 

His citation reads: “His Majesty the KING has 
been graciously pleased to approve of the 
award of the Military Medal for bravery in-the 
Field to the under mentioned Non-commis¬ 
sioned Officers and Men: 9430 Sjt, P. Harris, 
Devon. R. (Axminster).” 

The son of Eli Charles and Amelia Harris, of 
The Nest, Market Square, Axminster, he is 
buried in Combpyne churchyard Extension 
and is commemorated on the Rousdon war 
memorial.

DETECTIVES have ar¬ 
rested two people follow¬ 
ing the disappearance of 
Swanage teenager Gaia 
Pope, with searches ongo¬ 
ing to locate her. 

Gaia, 19 and from Lang- 
ton Matravers, was stay¬ 
ing at an address in 
Swanage when she disap¬ 
peared on the afternoon of 
Tuesday, November 7th. 

Search warrants took 
place at two addresses in 
Swanage late in the after¬ 
noon of Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 13th. 

A 19-year-old man and a 
71-year-old woman, both 
from the Swanage area, 
were arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of murder and are 
currently assisting offi¬ 
cers with enquiries. They 
are both known to Gaia. 

The last reported sight¬ 
ing of Gaia was at an ad¬ 


dress in Manor Gardens 
on Morrison Road at 
around 4pm on November 
7th. She was said to be 
wearing a red checked 
shirt with white buttons, 
grey and white woven leg¬ 
gings and white trainers. 

Senior Investigating Offi¬ 
cer Neil Devoto, of Dorset 
Police's Major Crime Inves¬ 
tigation Team, said: "It has 
been almost a week since 
Gaia's last confirmed sight¬ 
ing and she has not been 
seen or heard from since. 

"We have looked through 
CCTV that covers the 
Swanage area, including 
transport hubs, and there 
is nothing to suggest she 
has left the area. Her disap¬ 
pearance is completely out 
of character and, following 
our extensive enquiries, 
we sadly now believe that 
she may have come to 
harm. 


"We have not yet found 
Gaia and our searches will 
continue. I would appeal to 
anyone who has informa¬ 
tion about her disappear¬ 
ance to please contact 
Dorset Police. 

"Our specially-trained of¬ 
ficers have updated Gaia's 
family and are supporting 
them at this very difficult 
time."

Bridport mum walks Great Wall for Alzheimer's charity 



A WOMAN from Bridport 
has walked part of the Great 
Wall of China to raise 
money for the Alzheimer's 
Society. 

The trek was inspired by 
the profound effect Kristy 
Stordy's father's vascular 
dementia diagnosis is hav¬ 
ing on her and her family. 

The gruelling trek took six 
days, covering around 100 
miles in total. 

Kristy Stordy's group 
raised over a quarter of a 
million pounds for the char¬ 
ity, with £13,000 raised 
solely by Kristy. 

Kristy told Wessex FM 
about the experience: “It 
was amazing. It was the 
hardest thing I've ever done, 
but the most rewarding, in¬ 
credible experience. 

“There was laughter, there 
were tears - and then when 
we walked to the top of the 
three provinces, we had a 


minute's silence for the peo¬ 
ple we were there for. That 
was the most emotional part 
- because we had a minute to 
sit and think about why we 
were really there, after all 
the travelling and organis¬ 
ing and fundraising. I know 
my dad would be so proud of 
me - and I was there for 
him.” 

Kristy added: “He was 
given a month to live in 
2015. My mum cares for him 
at home, and the care she 
gives him is the only reason 
the doctors can explain why 
he's still here. 

“He doesn't show emotions 
because he can't because 
he's so poorly, but when I 
said goodbye to him before I 
went to China, he started 
crying. 

“I truly believe he knew 
for that minute that I was 
going and that I was going 
for him.”

She has attended 
since 2015, when she lost her husband 
Mickie to chronic obstructive pulmonary 
disorder.The pair had been married for 
more than 40 years and had three daughters 
together. 

Weldmar became involved with them in 
2014, when Mickie was starting to deterio¬ 


rate and Val says the staff and volunteers 
were ‘amazing’ in caring for them both. 

They had a volunteer coming in to offer 
therapy to help him relax, and community 
nurses would visit. He stayed at the hospice 
twice, and ‘felt happy and safe’ despite being 
prone to terrible panic attacks. 

Val said: “The hospice moved us into a 
larger room, and our daughters came with 
the babies. The room gave us the chance to 
be normal, to chat about ordinary things 
surrounded by baby paraphernalia and just 
be a family. They were so considerate. Light 
up a Life gives you a chance to reflect on 
that person who’s not going to be there. You 
share similar emotions to everyone there 
and that is reassuring and comforting.”

Organised for the second year by Afro Celt 
Sound System and The Imagined Village 
founder Simon Emmerson, Bridport Electric 
Palace manager Susan Warren and local 
writer Margery Hookings, the festival will be 
held over three days from December 21st-23rd.

Foundation on Thursday, December 21st, 
followed the next day by folk superstars 
and local heroes Show of Hands and, on 
Saturday, an acclaimed film about lost folk 
singer Shirley Collins.

The festival kicks off with a return to Brid¬ 
port for The Dhol Foundation. They got ev¬ 
eryone up on their feet at last year’s 
inaugural festival’s Bollywood Night. 
They’ll be joined by The 
Bollywoodettes and Nachda Sansaar 
dancers, who’ll be taking the audience 
through their paces with a free Bhangra 
dance lesson at the start of the evening. 

Master Dhol drummer, artistic director 
and music producer Johnny Kalsi steers the 
band. The musicians travel the globe with 
the mission of promoting and exposing the 
indigenous sounds of the Dhol Drum to the 
masses. 

Always engaging the audience with the full 
power and energetic performances, The 
Dhol Foundation are effervescent and wow 
the crowds with their dynamics, whirling 
arms and thunderous beats. Their musical- 
ity is formed from a rich tapestry of culture, 
passion and their love for World Music. 

While they tour, they absorb influences 
from collaborators, record them on an album 
and deliver them on stage. 

On Friday, December 22nd, Show of Hands 
will be demonstrating that The Only Way is 


Wessex in a very special gig which sees them 
returning to their roots. 

Featuring many of the Wessex-based songs 
that are their trademark, the gig will recall 
duo Steve Knightley and Phil Beer’s early 
days when they first performed in West 
Dorset more than 25 years ago. Their first 
CD was recorded live in Bridport at the Bull 
Hotel. 

Back then they played hundreds of clubs, 
pubs and music venues within a two-hour 
radius of Bridport. It was to be the start of a 
remarkable musical journey. Peter Gabriel 
called them ‘One of the great English bands’ 
and with five sell-out Royal Albert Hall 
shows and numerous BBC folk awards 
under their belts, the duo is now one of 
major players on the English folk and roots 
scene. 

Playing high energy, melodic, acoustic 
music their music draws heavily on the peo¬ 
ple, stories and landscape of their native 
Wessex. 

On Saturday, December 23rd at 2pm, Brid¬ 


port Winter Solstice Festival will be showing 
The Ballad of Shirley Collins, followed by a 
Q&A with Shirley Collins and the film’s di¬ 
rector, Paul Williams. 

Widely regarded as the 20th century’s most 
important singer of English traditional song, 



Shirley Collins stood at the epicentre of the 
folk music scene during the 1960s and 70s. 
But in 1980 she lost her voice in mysterious 
circumstances, and was forced to retire from 
musical life. 

Rob Curry and Tim Plester’s documentary 
sets out to explore the story behind the icon, 
and chronicles Shirley’s battle, at the grand 
old age of 80, to rediscover that voice she lost 
so many years previously. 

The film offsets this contemporary journey 
with a more literal one taken from the other 
end of her life, and makes fertile use of au¬ 
thentic 1959 audio-archive to recount the tale 
of Shirley’s seminal road-trip around Amer¬ 
ica’s Deep South alongside her then-lover 
(and pre-eminent ethnomusicologist) Alan 
Lomax. 

Featuring among others the comedian 
Stewart Lee, the film eschews a straightfor¬ 
ward biopic approach and mindfully 
sidesteps any ‘rockumentary’ talking-heads. 
Instead, the filmmakers offer a meditative 
and richly-textured piece of portraiture, one 
which uses Shirley’s story as a prism 
through which to explore and reflect upon 
themes of heritage, posterity and the true an¬ 
cestral melodies of the people. 

It is a film about loss and redemption, 
about sacrifice, healing and rebirth.

Stunning Kia Stinger Gran Turismo arrives in the UK 


IT'S HERE at last! The stunning 
Kia Stinger, an elegant gran 
turismo based on the 2011 Kia 
GT Concept from the Frankfurt 
Motor Show, is now in full pro¬ 
duction and today goes on sale 
in the UK priced from £31,995. 

Stinger is the most adventurous 
model in Kia's history, the com¬ 
pany's first classic grand tourer 
and the first rear-wheel-drive 
model it has introduced to Eu¬ 
rope. In range-topping twin-turbo 
V6 guise, it is also the fastest-ac¬ 
celerating Kia ever, with a 0- 
60mph time of 4.7 seconds. 

Six years in the making, it 
was designed in Europe at the 
Frankfurt studios under the 
watch of President of Design 
and Chief Design Officer Peter 
Schreyer and European Head of 
Design Gregory Guillaume. 
Prototypes have covered the 
equivalent of 27 trips around 
the Equator, taking in extreme 
climate testing in Europe, Asia, 
the Middle East and North and 
South America, to perfect the 
car, and every development 
model has done at least 480 laps 
(10,000 kilometres) of the tortu¬ 
ous Nurburgring Nordschleife. 
The testing regime was headed 
by Kia's Head of Vehicle Test 
and High Performance Develop¬ 
ment, Albert Biermann. 


Five versions are available in 
the UK, all with turbocharged 
direct-injection engines mated 
to an eight-speed automatic 
gearbox and featuring state-of- 
the-art electronic driver aids 
and connectivity systems. The 
GT-Line and GT-Line S offer the 
choice of a 2.0-litre 244bhp T- 
GDi petrol engine or a 2.2-litre 
197bhp CRDi turbodiesel, while 
the range-topping GT S has ex¬ 
clusive use of a 3.3-litre 365bhp 
twin-turbo V6. The GT S, as the 
fastest and most powerful 
model in the range, also has ad¬ 
justable electronic suspension 
damping and Brembo brakes. 

A gran turismo , not a 
sports car 

Stinger is a classic grand 
tourer, not a hard-edged sports 
car. It harks back to an era 
when travelling was all about 
the joy of the journey and get¬ 
ting to the final destination 
could be an anti-climax. 

"The Stinger has nothing to do 
with being the first to arrive," 
says Gregory Guillaume. "This 
car is all about the journey. It's 
about passion." 

It was inspired by the elegant 
grand tourers Guillaume saw 
as a child growing up in 1970s 
France, wafting their occupants 
effortlessly from Paris to St 


Tropez and other glamour spots 
on the Riviera. Even as a young 
boy Guillaume was drawing his 
own ideas for elegant grand 
tourers, hoping that one day 
they might become reality. 
They were his inspiration for 
the 2011 GT Concept and, subse¬ 
quently, Stinger. 

Stinger exhibits classic gran 
turismo proportions - long bon¬ 
net, short front overhang, long 
wheelbase, cabin positioned to¬ 
wards the rear of the car, 
lengthy rear overhang beneath 
broad shoulders and a 'Coke- 
bottle' nip in the waist. It sets a 
template for Kia's bold and ex¬ 
citing future and is the final 
step in the company's transition 
from a manufacturer of purely 
rational, durable, value-centric 
cars to one able to compete with 
the world's best for desirability, 
design and technology. 

This may be a new kind of Kia, 
but the design cues which have 
stood the company in good stead 
since Schreyer joined in 2006 
are all in evidence. What Guil¬ 
laume calls the "sleek and 
sharky" front end has a new in¬ 
terpretation of Kia's ’tiger-nose’ 
grille mounted between com¬ 
plex headlamp units. There is a 
castellated upper edge to the 
windscreen. And the flanks are 


simple and unadorned. Visual 
engagement also comes from 
the large lower grille and air in¬ 
take, dark chrome highlights 
and bold rear diffuser with quad 
tailpipes on petrol models and 
twin tailpipes on diesels. There 
are 18-inch alloy wheels on GT- 
Line and GT-Line S versions 
and 19-inch wheels on GT S. 

What exterior decoration does 
appear is there to aid aerody¬ 
namics and ensure the car re¬ 
mains stable at the high speeds 
it is capable of. There are air 
curtains at the front and finned 


gills behind the rear wheel 
arches to reduce wake as turbu¬ 
lent air passes around the large 
wheels and tyres. The final 
shape of Stinger called for in¬ 
tense collaboration between de¬ 
signers and aerodynamicists to 
make airflow around the car as 
clean as possible without dilut¬ 
ing its stunning styling. 

Warranty and Servicing 
The extensive testing regime 
undertaken with Stinger means 
that it enjoys the same seven- 
year/100,000-mile warranty as 
any of the company's other mod¬ 


els. This declaration of faith in 
the car's reliability and quality 
covers all labour and parts ex¬ 
cept those subject to normal 
wear and tear, and is transfer¬ 
able if the car is sold before the 
time/mileage limit expires. 

Stinger's standard paint finish 
is Sunset Yellow, while Pearl 
White, Midnight Black, Ce¬ 
ramic Grey, HiChroma Red and 
Panthera Metal are chargeable 
options. Stinger comes with 
three interior colour options, 
Black leather, grey leather or 
red leather.
